It has been demonstrated that what we 
eall light, heat and electricity, and sup- 
posed to be peculiar kinds of matter, are, 
after all, only forms or modes of motion ; 
that the motions which constitute their | 
peculiarities have no greater differences 
among themselves than the motions of 
our ordinary machines, It has been 
demonstrated that they may be con- 
verted into each other—that either of. 
them may be converted into ordinary 
motion—and, conversely, that ordinary © 
motion may be converted into either of 
them. la other words, their production | 
and operation involve simple questions 
of mechanics. The precise amount of 
mechanical force required to produce 
heat and electricity have been exactly 
and mathematically determined. Thus, 
the force of the falling of a weight of one | 
ound a distance of 772 feet will produce 
1eat just sufficient to raise a pound of 
water one degree Fahrenheit. This ex- 
act transformation of falling force into. 
heat may be accomplished with the 
greatest ease. The converse, however, 
we have uot yet reached in practice, Ju 
our attempts by the steam engine to get 
heat into ordinary useful motion, we 
practically realize only about five per 
cent. of what we strive after. It is pos- 
sible that, beforg the nineteenth centur 
closes, we shall learn how to secure all, 
or nearly all, of that ninety-five per cent. 
which now egeapes'us. When we lave 
that knewledge, one pound of fyel which 
we use for generating power may Lave 
its present value multiplied pearly twenty | 
fold. ’ 

The labors of scientific men, within | 
the last five years, have developed meth- | 
oda of transforming ordinary forve into 
electricity. When these methods are put 
into the most practical form, we shall 
have electricity so cheap that its appli- 
cations may be multiplied a hundred 
fold. 

Practical results have not been so fully | 
obtained in attempts to transform me- 
chanical force into light. But what we 
know is sufficient to fill us with the 
most exalted expectations. The :possi-~ 
bilities are too bright even for dreams. 
The precise amount of force required to 
eye a given degree of light has pot 
een determined, mainly for the reason 
that it is so taf eludes our meas- 
urement.

THE DUVY OF LOYALTY. 

God b&s imposed it on man as bis 
highest duty, that he shall be loyal to 
Truth and to Liberty. He who is not is 
the guiltiest of traitors. To thie, all 
loyalty to @ Soverei¢n, @ party or a Gov- 
ernment is subservient, and becomes, 
when the two conflict, sycophancy and 
servility. To bmte Falsehood and Ty- 
ravny is the highest of all duties; and 
he who compounds with either is 
damned before his death, if, indeed, his 
soul survives his body, when talited 
with the leprosy of so great a baseness. 
Ignoble compliances infect and rot the 
soul; and mental cretinism is contagi- 

ous. 

The Loyalty and Allegiance of every 
American Citizen are due to the Consti- 
tution ; and this loyalty is confirmed and 
enforced by the oath of allegiance, 
which is neither to King or Congress, 
but to support, protect and defend the 
Constitution. Nothing can release a 
man from the duty of hating and oppos- 
ing despotism, and especially that des- 
potism of snobs, which has not even a 
plausible pretence of authority by Divine 
right. To obey a despotism, when it 
can be successfully resisted, is a crime. 
Voluntarily to accept base men es mas- 
ters is a hideous degradation. 

For many loug years, Emperors and 
Kings were deemed to reign by divine 
right; and loyaity and faithful service 
to them were held to be religious duties. 
It is not long, no longer ago than 1776, 
since the great new principle was estab- 
lished that “‘inetitutions are made for 
men, and not men for institutions.” It 
is not a hundred years since Loyalty and 
Allegiance to Truth, Principle and Con- 
stitutionar Liberty were subtstituted in 
the stead of Loyalty to Thrones; and 
already, in the very land where this im- 

mense revolution was wrought, it- is 
claimed that loyalty to the popular will, 
however wureasonable and tyrannical 
it may be, shall be substituted. for loy- 
alty to the Constitution. Compared to 
the old heroic loyalty to the monarch, 
this slavisiness isthe adulation of the 

Kamechatkan idol instead of that of the 

Olympic Juprrer. 

We have said heretofore, and we re. 
pest, that whenever a despotism is es- 
tablished over a people. before free, 
whether as the igsue of fraud, usurpation 
or conquest, there is no duty of Loyalty 
or Allegiance to the Tyranny of Force. 
Gop has forbidden it. It is a crime 
against His law ; and the parasites of all 
such tyrannies are the enemies of the 
human race. Those. who obey the tyr- 
anny andsubmitto the force are not 
criminal and dishonoured, only when 
‘Tesistance would be unavailing, and un- 
successful rebellion would strengthen 
and consolidate the despotism. 

Allegiance and protection are recipro- 
eal; and that protection means the 
securing to the roverned the free posses- 
sion and full enjoyment of all their 
human and constitutional rights. 

When the Anglo-American Colonies 
rebelled against the Crown, they declared 

_in the most emphatic terms the great 
principle, that the adoption of a system 
of tyrauny, the establishment of a des- 
potiem, by the sovereign, is a forfeiture 
of all his rights to the loyalty and alle- 
giance of the subject. These principles 
are the supreme law of the Uwited States. 
They, at least, cannot repudiate them, 
or hold them to be erroneous; for Upon 
them the foundations of their constitu- 
tional liberty repose. If they are not of 
eternal aud alsolute truth, the revolt of 
the Colonies was acrime, and the guilt 
of treason clung to the souls of the 
Fathers until the last moment of their 

‘Hives. To repudiate these principles is 
to dighonour the memory of our great 
dead, and crown the names‘of the 
Tories of the pevolatiog with aureoles of 


‘A ‘King,’ sald Henry, in 
the Parson’s case, In 1763, “ wing anouls 
Or dimaliows laws of #0 salutary « nature, 
from being the father Of bis people, de- 
generates into « tyrant, and forfeits al) 
Fight to obedience.” Thus struck the 
Rey-note of the Awerican Revolution. 
The bpp ug eouvsel cried aloud to 


Bench, “The poullewan bas spoken 


treason.”’ Royalists in the crow! raiséd 
a confused murmur of “ Treason! Trea- 
son! Treason!’ The harrangue,’’ one 
of the hearers thought, “ exceeds 
most inflammatory of the most sedi- 
tious Tribunes of Rome.” Tt was the 
first announcement of a great principle, 
destined, before it stops, to go round the 
world. Whoso that governs, whether 
King or Congress, and abuses power, fore | 
feits the right to exact obedience from 
the subject. It isthe same doctrine that 
was announced SAMUEL ADAMS, 
when he commenced Master of Arts al 
Cambridge, and affirmed that ‘if is 
lawful to resist the Chief Magistrate, if 
the Commonwealth cannot otherwise be 
preserved: and Dyk&r, of Connecticut, 
acted on it in 1764, when he wrote home 
from “if the Colonice do not 
now unite, they may bid farewell to lib- 
erty, burn their charters, and make the 
best of thraldom.”’ 

“If taxes are laid upon us in any 
shapé,”’ the town of Boston said to its 
representatives, in the same year, “ with- 
ut our baving a legal representative 
where they are laid, are we not reduced 
from the character of free subjecta to the 
miserable state of tributarys!aves ? This 
annihilates our charter-right to govern 
and tax ourselves. We claim British 
rights, not by charter only; we are born 
to them.”’ 

To-day, while ten Southern States have 
no legal representation where the taxes 
are laid, they are oppressed with a Stamp 
Act, a tax on incomes, and a tax on cot- 
ton, infinitely more unjust than Lhe Brit- 
ish duty on tea; avd Boston helps to load 
them with this burthen, and holds the 
of the South as “ tributary

The ‘State of the case,’ 8 memoria! to 
the House, prepared in 1764 by JAMEs 
said, “*The authority of the Par- 
liament of Great Britain is circumscribed 
by bounds, which if exceeded, their acts 
become ji: pou without right, and 
consequently void... Acts of Parlia- 
ment against matural Equity are void. 
Acts against the fundamental principles

Massachusetts today concurs in estab- 

lishing an absolute military despotism 
the President 


over ten peaceful States ; 
solemnly declares void and uncoustitu- 
tional this ** Act against the fundamen- 
tal principles of the American institu- 
tions.”’—and, executes it to the letter! 
In 1764 the Massachusetts Assembly de- 
manded : “Can it be possible that du- 
ties and taxes shal! be assessed without 
consent of an American 
Parliament’ If we are not represented, 
we are siaves.”” “Ireland,” they sald, 
‘‘ was a conquered country, yet no duties 
have been levied by the british Parira- 
ment on Ireland.”’ 

JaMes Oris said, “There can be no 
prescription old enough to supersede the 
law of nature and the grant of Gop A\l- 
iven allmen aright 
If every Prince since Nim- 
rop had been a tyrant, it would not 
prove a right to tyrannize. The admin- 
istrators of legisiative and executive au- 
thority, when they verge towards tyr- 
anny, are to be resisted; if they prove 
incorrigible, are to be deposed. Lib- 
erty is the gift of Gop, and cannot be 
annihilated... Ministerial oppression 
will make the wisest mad and the weak- 
est strong. 

In 1765, when Parliament was about to 
enact the Stamp Act, the supremacy of 
the military power over the civil in 
America, was prociaimed, and a prece- 
dent furnished, to be imitated by the 
United States in 1567. The Continent 
was divided into a Northern and South- 
ern district, each with its Brigadier, 
besides a Commanier-in-Chief for the 
whole; and the King commanded ‘that 
the orders of his Commander-in-Chief, 
and under him of the Irigadiers-(ieneral 
commanding in the Northern and South- 
erp Departments, iv all military matters, 
should be supreme, and be obeyed by the 
troops as such, in all the civil govern- 
ments of America.”’ Only in the absence 
of the General and Brigadiers, the Civil 
(;overnor might cive the word. 

“The Col said the Press of New 
York, just before the Stamp Aci became 
a law, ‘‘may from present weakness 
submit to the impositions of ministerial 
power; but they will certainly hate that 
power as tyrannical, and, assdon as they 
are able, will throw it off.” Orrs de 
clared that it was the duty of all 
“humbly and silentiy to ecquiesce in all 
the decisions of the Supreme Lezgisla- 
ture,”’ when the Stamp Act was passe) 
and JoHN ADA™s censured this ‘fatal 
acquiescence ’ a eurrender of their 
liberties, “Tyranny is ne Governmeut,” 
the people declared : ** We are not bound 
to yield obédienve,” the freemen of Prov- 
idence voted. “The people,’ Jomn 
ADAMS said, “‘ have rights antecede 
sllearthiv ernment,—rights that can-

“To require submission to an act,’’ the 
Legislature of Massachusetts deciared, 
‘‘as a preliminary to granting relief from 
the uneonstitutional burthens of it. 
poses such a wanton exercise of mere ar- 
bitrary power, as ought never to be snr- 
mised of the patrons of liberty and jus- 
tice.”’ 

“Protection and allegiance,”’ argued 
Joun ADAMS, in December, 1765, 
reciprocal, Jf we are out of the 
proteetion, weare din harg« d from alle- 
giance, The ligaments of government 
are dissolved, the throne abdicated.’’ 
OrTts, quoting Grotyus, and the Eng- 
lish lawyers of 1658, assured tire public, 
that “If a Kine lets the affairs of a State 
run into disorder and confusion, his con- 
duct is a veal abdieation’’ and that un- 
leas business should proceed as usual, 
there ‘would be a release of subjects 
from their allegiance.’’ ‘‘ None,” said 
the Press of Philadelphia, in words 
widely diffused, *‘ in this day of liberty 
will say that duty binds us to yield obe- 
dience to any man or body of men, form- 
ing part of the British Constitution, 
when they exceed the limits prescribed 
by that Constitution. ' The Stamp-Act 
is unconstitutional, and ne more obliga- 
tory than a decree of the Divan of Tur- 
key.’’ 

“T rejoice,”’ Prtrsaid in Parliament, 
in 1766, ‘that America has resisted. 
its millions of inhabitants had sub- 
mitted, taxes would soon have been laid 
on Ireland; and if ever this Nation 
should have a tyrant for its King, six 
millions of freemen, so dead to all the 


King’s 


mit to be slaves, would be fit instruments 
to make slaves of the res!.’’ 

“Every act of Parliament,’ said 
RicHARD BLAND, of the O!d Dominion, 
“that imposes internal taxes upon the 
Colonies, is an act of power and not of 
right; and power abstracted from right 
cannot give a just title to dominion, . 
Every Colony, when treated with injury 
and violence, is become an alien to ils 
Mother-State.”’ 

The Parliament of 1767 esteemed itself 
the absolute master of America, as the 
Congress of 1687 esteemed itself the ab- 
solute master of the Southern States; 

and recognizing no reciprocity of ebii- 
gations, it thought nothing so wrong as 
thwarting the execution of its will. It 
did not doubt its own 
telligence, and to maintain its authority 
and reduce every refractory body to obe- 
dience, appeared to it the perfec 

We can grant nothing tothe Ameri- 
cans,’’ said Lord HILLSBOROUGH, in 1769, 
‘‘except what they may ask with a hal- 
ter round their necks.’’ “They are a 
race of Convicts,’ said Docter Joun- 
SON, “and ought to be thankfal for any- 
thing we allow them short of hanging.” 
Governor Hurcutnson wanted the law 
of Treason extended, so as to render 
every cotsileravle man in Boston liable 
lo its penalties. He wished: it made 
treasonatie to deny the authority of Par- 
liament, “‘There must be,” he said, 

“an abridgement of what are called 

English liberties.’’ The year 1867 repro- 

duces the opiuions of 1769, and combines 


with them the political eode of Venice 
and the Duke of ALVA, administered by 
arrogant Generals, who legislate by the | 
bayonet.

Never was a wiser utterance of 
inspiration, The despotism established 
by the Northern over the Southern 
States has already prepared the North to 
submit to a Military Dictator. The 
aptrit of Republicanism in the Northern 
States is dead. From Negro Suffrage to 
the Empire is but a shortstep ; and those 
who have established the former mean 
that the step shall be taken, 

“Power without right,” CIrATHAM 
continued, is a thing hateful in itself, 
and ever inclining to its fall. Tyranny 
detestab/c in every hut in none 
so formidable as when it is assumed and 


exereiacd by a nionber of tpranta, 

In 1773 it was proposed to give the in- 
fant commonwealth of Tilinois a form of 
Gevernment which vested all powers in 
the executive officers of the Crown. The 
fathers of the Commonwealth rejected 
it as oppressive and absurd, saying in 
their protest, # Should a Government 80 
evidently tyrannieal be established, it 
could be of no long duration ; there would 
ertat the necessity of ite bring abolished,” 

When the Boston Port bill began to be 
enforced, in June, 1774, SAMUEL ADAMS 
said, of Boston, “She suffers with dig- 
nitv, and rather than submit to the hu- 
miliating terme of ‘an edict, barbarous 
beyond precedent under the most abso- 
lute monarchy, she will put the matice 
of tyranny to the severest trial . 
An empire is rising in America; and 
Britain by ber multiplied oppres- 
sions, is accelerating that inde- 
pendency which she dreads, We have a 
post to maintain, to desert which’ would 
entail upon us the curses Of posterity.”’ 
Were these words spoken that they 
might, after the lapse of near a hundred 
years, inspire th@ who are subjected 
to oppressions infinitely more bar- 
barous than those under which Boston 
languished? That was ibe time when 
the planters of South Carolina shipped 
the first gifts of rice for the poor of }os- 
ton, and CHRISTOPHER GADSDEN wrote : 
‘Don’t pay for an ounce of the damned 
tea;’’ and plausible speakers, like the 
Orrs and Patrons, ventured to recom- 
mend for consideration the manner of 
paying for the tea, to opeu the way, 
WARREN for every compliance 
even to a total submission; and the 
blockade, the fleets and the army could 
pot bring out evena symptom of com- 
pliance. 

In the great debate in the House of 
Lords, in January, 1775, Lord CAMDEN 


said, 


said, “It is as lawful to resist the tyr- 
anny of many as of one. Somebody 
once asked the great SELDEN in what 


book you might find the law for resist- 
ing tyranny. ‘it has always been the 
custom of England,’ anawered SELDEN, 
‘and the custom of Englaadis the law 
of the land.’ 

In the same year, 
ILTON wrote, ‘Civil liberty 
wrested from any people without the most 
manifold violation of justice, and the 
most aggravated guilt. The Nations 
Turkey, Russia, France, Spain, and 
other despotic Kingdoms in the world, 
have an inherent right, whenever they 
please, to shake off theyoke of servi- 
‘ude, though sanctioned by fmmemoria! 
usage, and to model their government 
upon the principles of civil liberty.”’ 

In February, 1775, Jonn ADAMs said, 
Resistance by arms against usurpation 
and lawless violence, is not rebellious, by 
the iaw of God or of the land. Hesist- 
ance to /awfut authority makes rebellion. 
HAMPDEN, RUSSELL, Syoney, HOovt, 
SoMERS, TILLOTSON, Were no rebels. 
an act of Parliament is null and void, if 
is lawful to resist it.’ And FRANKLIN 
said to Lord NORTH, What ought lever 
to be forgotten: “ They that can give up 
ae niial liberty to obtain a tittle te mn po 
rary safely, deserve wn ither liberty nor 
safety.”

Then 
SAMUEL ADAMS wrote to Virginia, “See 
what indignities we suffer, rather than 
precipitate a crisis;'’ and ‘the soldiers 
seemed encouraged to provoke the people, 
that they might have some color for 
beginning hostilities.’ It was at the 
sane time, that Dr. Jonnson 
said, “ How is it that we hear the londest 
yelps for liberty among the drivers of 
negroes? The slaves should be set free; | W 
they may be more grateful and honest 
than their masters.’’ New Eogland has 
now acted on his adviee. The same 
clumsy Titan of literature cried, “‘ Noth- 
ing can be more noxious to society than 
clemency which exacts no forfeiture,’’— 
which is the very doctrine now urged in 
a diluted form, by those who still wish 
to enjoy the luxury of having President 
DAvis hung. At the same time, Jony 
Westry assailed the Colonies. One 
truth, however, at beast, he uttered. He 
said, ‘‘No governments under heaven 
@fe 80 despotic as the republican; no stib- 
jects are governed in so arbitrary a man- 
ner as those of a Commonwealth. The 


people wever but once in all history gave 
the Sovereign power, and that was to 
MASANIELLO of Naples.’’

Have those who now hold the powers 
of goverpbment and are engaged in ut- 

terly depriving ten States of all vestice 
of freedom, ever read these words 
wisdom’ If they have, they have read 
them in vain. To them, as to “the 
profane herd of those vulgar and me- 
chanical politicians, who think that 
nothing exists but what is gross and ma- 
terial,”’ who governed England in 1775, 
such words “sound wild and chimeri- 
eal.’ For like those mep, our rulers, 
‘*fardrom being qualified to be directors 
of the great movement of empire, are 
not fit to turn @ wheelin the machine.’’ 
Here, as there, “a great Empire and 
little minds go ill together.’’ 

When the people of Mecklenburg, in 
North Carolina, in May, 1775, received 
news of the declaration by Parliament 
that the Oolonies were in a state of 
actual rebellion, the people proposed 
among themselves to abrogate al! de- 
pendence on the royal authority. But 
the Militia Companies were sworn to 
allegiance; and “ how,’’ it was objected, 
‘‘ean we be absolved trom our oath ? ”’ 
THEOATH,” was answered, BINDs 
ONLY WITERE THE KING VROTECTS.” 
SURGAM,” was the an- 
ewer from Counecticut, in 1765, to a letter 
from a member of the New York Assem- 
bly, ‘may perhaps be a proper motto 
for America. These severities, instead 
of securing, as they are intended to do, 
the dependency of the Colonies, may 
perhaps fit us for, and hasten the period 
of a glorious Iadependeoce upon every- 
thing but the blessing of Heaven 
Now we ought to inculeate the principles 
of freedom, apd we may hope that here 
after a eo. systcm of liberty may 
arise and flourieh.’’
